The arithmetic of life-insarance has always 
seemed so complicated, and the promises of 
the companies so simple and satisfying, that 
most people have taken their insurance on 
trust, and paid without a question the pre- 
miums they were asked for.

The mystery of insurance 
mathematics is -an artificial one. The 
Hon. Exzzun Wort begins in his third 
letter, printed on the sixth page, to explain 
how the insurance companies calculate their 
risks and compute the premiums for policy- 
holders.

THE STATE-HOUSE MUDDLE. 
Among the other “institutions” for which 
the State for a number of years has been 
making annual appropriations is what is called 
the Board of State House Commissioners.” 
There are only four inmates of this insti- 
tution supported directly by the State Treas- 
ury, but there is a host of dependents fed by 
the crumbs from the table. The direct ap- 
propriations for the support of the 
amount to about $12,000 annually. 
This expenditure has been going on 
now for nearly eight years. The indirect ex- 
pense of the institution is much greater. The 
people of Ilinois placed in the hands of 
these Commissioners $3,500,000, collected by 
taxation, with instructions to build, con- 
struct, complete, and furnish the new State - 
House for that sum. That precise sum was 
fixed by the estimates of the architects, and 
engineers, and the Commissioners, after 
the revision and ¢orrection of the plans. 
The money was paid put upon the requisition 
of the Commissioners, and two years agé, 
there then being $700,000 of the money un- 
expended, the Commissioners applied for 
that sum, assuring the Legislature that it 
was ample to coverall future expenditures in 
the completion of the State-House as re- 
quired by the Constitution. On that assur- 
ance the Commisrioners silenced all in- 
quiry and obtained the money. It is now 
notorious that, at the time they made this 
declaration, they knew that their representa- 
tion was untrue, or that they, after spending 
nearly three million of dollars, knew so little 
of the business in their hands as to be nearly 
a million dollars outside of the mark. In 
either case they forfeited the confidence of 
the public. If, when they reported that the 
$700,000 in the Treaspry was all that was 
needed, they knew or did not know, and it 
is immaterial which, that a full $1,500,000 
was required, then, without imputing any 
corruption, they forfeited all confidence in 
their capacity or attemtion to business. 

The Commission spent the last dollar of 
the $3,500,000 nearly a year ago, leaving 
several debts unpaid and the building un- 
finished. The Commissioners in January 
reported that it would require $700,000 more 
to complete the building, even in the cheap 
dollar-store style they have adopted. To 
appropriate that money will require the au- 
thority of an affirmative vote of the people 
in November 1878, an appropriation by the 
Legislature, and the levy of a tax, which tax

The people of the State are not unmind- 
ful of the facts of this business, and we are 
satisfied they will not vote a dollar additional 
t be expended on the State-House if the 
present Commissioners are to be continued 
in office in the face of their wanton and dis- 
graceful failure to perform the duty com- 
mitted to them.

WHAT WILL eee reese PARTY 


Everybody who has observed the course 
of political events in this country for the 
past four years, even superficially, will ad- 
mit that the strength shown by the Demo- 
cratic party at the last Presidential election 
consisted in the recruits that had been made 
among the Republicans during the last term 
of President "Grant’s Administration For 
twelve years the Democratic party had been 
hopelessly in the minority. In some States 
it had all but abandoned its party organiza- 
tion. The acceptance of the nomination of 
Horace Gunner, who had always been a 
radical Republican, was a powerful con- 
febsion of its helplessness and hopelessness 
at that time. But from the first year of 
President Grant’s second term, the Demo- 
crates began to count large accessions from 
the Republican ranks. Many of the Re- 
publicans who had supported GAT in 
their personal opposition to Grant felt con- 
strained to act with the Democrats there- 
after because the Democrats had acted with 
them. But many more Republicans who 
had refused to oppose Grant when he was 
renominated for a second term, and who 
were disposed to give him and 
those surrounding him a further trial, 
subsequently became alienated from 
the Administration by reason of its 
many errors. The Democratic party had an 
excellent opportunity for appealing to the 
people. It was felt that there was a neces- 
sity for reform; the Democrats raised the 
Reform standard. A reduction of the public 
expenditures was universally demanded ; the 
Democrats promised retrenchment. There 
was a general outcry against official corrup- 
tion; the Democrats reminded the country 
that it had long been under Republican 
rule, and that a change would be necessary 
to secure a purification of the public service. 
There was a popular protest against the 
depredations of the Revenue Rings, and the 
Democrats made the most of it. There was 
a growing sentiment, North as well as South, 
against the continued political disturbances 
in certain of the Southern States, and the 
Democrats promised pacification. Thou- 
sands of Republicans, disgusted with the 
abuses of the last Administratidn, and fear- 
ing that the same class of machine poli- 
ticians would run the next Administration, 
if Republican, acted for the time being with 
the Democrats to the extent of voting for 
their candidate for Presidént. 

With all their advantages and all their ac- 
cessories, the Democrats barely failed of 
success. In their rage and disappointment 
they conducted themselves in a way to for- 
feit the confidence of many of those who had 
come over to them. They made it manifest 
to the country that it was net so much re- 
form as the spoils they were after. They 
showed themselves capable not merely of 
the worst abuses they had charged upon 
their opponents, but seriously inclined to 
disrupt the Government and bring on civil 
war rather than submit toa decision of the 
Presidential dispute according to the laws of 
the country. Between the day of election 
and the inauguration of President Hayzs, it 
would probably have been found, if there 
had been any way of testing the matter, that 
the Democratic party had lost thousands of 
those who had acted with it in voting for 
Tron. Since the inauguration of Presi- 
dent Hares the loss has been still more con- 
siderable. The new President started in 
with utterances which found a sesponse 
among the mass of the people; he called 
about him a Cabinet which every man had 
to admit to be capable and eminently worthy 
of respect; he rid himself of the ma- 
chine” men from the outset, and gained 
applause from all except those whose politi- 
cal welfare depended om the running of the 
„machine.“ From that on, all of the Presi- 
dent’s actions have been calculated to bring 
back those who left the Republican party on 
account of the abuses that had grown up 
under the previous Administration. He has 
succeeded in abandoning the vicious policy 
of national interference in State Govern- 
ments by armed troops without precipitat- 
ing trouble between the opposing factions ; 
indeed, he has secured in a peaceful way 
pledges for the protection of the colored 
race which the army never succeeded in en- 
forcing. He has set practically about the 
work of reforming the civil service by weed- 
ing out the sinecures, reducing the number 
of employes, cutting off perquisites, and es- 
tabling a tenure’ of office during good be- 
havior. He has not even brought upon him- 
self any formidable opposition from those 
who composed the officeholding class of the 
previous Administration, for he has made no 
wholesale and sweeping changes,—retaining 
the practical and useful men in the service, 
and only removing for cause or atthe expira- 
tion of commissions. His great advantage 
has been in having no personal aims to serve 
and no personal dependents and friends to 
provide for. 

Now that President Haves has done all 
that the Democrats promised they would do, 
they have as a rule no words of commenda- 
tion. They continue to abuse and mis. 
represent him in very much the old fashion. 
Those who are not inconsistent enough to 
condemn the vefy things on the promise of 
which they expected to secure thé adminis. 


and who now see the insincerity of their pre- 
tensions, but by large numbers of former 
Democrats, both North and South, who 
think more highly of country than of party.

WHERE THE MONEY 1 GOING. 

We have repeatedly published the figures 
showing the falling off in the import trade 
of the United States. This, added to the 
incredse in the exports, exhibits a regularly, 
increasing margin of difference between our 
exports and imports, or what is called a large 
‘*balance of trade in our favor. The state- 
ments of imports and exports for several 
years, and for the eight months of the pres- 
ent year ending Feb. 28, thus compare :

Here we have the record that in the three 
years and eight months ending Feb. 28, 
1877, we have exported and sold domestic 
products to the amount of $552,785,276 in 
excess of the value of the goods we have 
purchased. What has been done with the 
money? In the first eight months of the 
present fiscal year we have sold nearly 
$200,000,000 more goods than we have pur- 
chased. Where does the money go? What 
are we receiving for it? That question is 
not easily answered in detail; but generally 
we may assume that it is applied abroad to 
taking up the various forms of local indebt- 
edness. During the War and following the 
War, and down to the very day in 18738 on 
which Jay Coon closed his bank, the Amer- 
ican people were actively and industriously 
engaged in the manufacture of debts. The 
Southern States succeeded in issuing nearly 
$300,000,000 of State bonds; the cities of 
the United States issued all the bonds for 
which they could find purchasers. Even little 
rural villages issued their 10 per cent bonds, 
and sold them, or gave them away, dr had 
them stolen and sold. The agricultural dis- 
tricts of this State sold over $15,000,000 of 
bonds, bearing an average interest of 8} per 
cent. The municipal debts in Illinois alone 
exceed $40,000,000. It was the same every- 
where. The railroads were industrious in 
the issue of bonds. Cash was discarded as a 
means of building railways; railways were 
built by construction companies. Stock was 
subscribed and paid for in bonds; the rail- 
road companies paid the construction compa- 
nies in bonds; the construction companies 
paid for grading, and bridges, and for iron, 
and for cars, and for coal, and locomotives, in 
bonds. Bonds were the universal investment. 
Every laborer or mechanic on a railway, ev- 
ery man who furnished teams for grading or 
ties, or stone, or lumber, had his bonds laid 
away. The bonds were inexhaustible so long 
as they could be printed and people would 
take them. These bonds were disposed of as 
rapidly qa possible. Agents of foreign capi- 
talists picked them up in the market 
and sent them abroad. In one instance 
no less than $9,000,000 of the bonds 
of a single and unfinished railroad im this 
State, which were sold in New York at what- 
ever could be got for them, were collected 
and sold to. the bankers of Frankfort. 
at 86 cents in gold! We were 
bonds by the cargo. From Tom Scort’s 
Consfruction Company in Texas to the vil- 
lage of 400 inhabitants there was a stream of 
bonds issuing, all bearing high rates of in- 
terest. We were piling up debt most reck- 
lessly and laboriously. 

We are now buying that debt back, but, 
unfortunately, are not paying it. A very 
large portion of the debt that was held at 
home has been sponged out of existence. 
More of it is of dubious er very small value. 
The rest of it was held abroad. The foreign 
holders of these bonds have been sending 
them to this country to be sold. The hold- 
ers of the $9,000,000 railroad bonds which 
we have mentioned sent them back and got 
an average of 8 cents on the dollar of the 
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It cannot be said that we are paying our 
debts by this process. The bonds are merely 
changing hands, from foreign to 
American holders. So fer as the corpora- 
tions and municipalities are concerned, their 
indebtedness remains just the same,—they

Many, I think, do not understand the difference 
between the duties imposed on manufactured 
goods imported into England and the United 
States. Can you not give us an explanation of 
what styles of manufactured a duty is im- 
posed upon when imported into England? 

England levies no duties on any imported man- 
ufactures, except spirits, vinegar, spices, wines, 
and some kinds of sirup. England taxes tea 
and coffee. All the raw materials of cotton, 
wools, hair, leather, stone, iron, steel, copper, 
and of every other kind, as well as the manu- 
factured goods, are admitted free of duty. 
American cotton goods are admitted free of 
duty. No British manufactures are pro- 
tected by any tax on the foreign goods, nor is 
ownership in British vessels confined to Britrsh 
subjects. The citizen of any country may own 
an interest in a British vessel. British dubjects 
may purchase steamers or other vessels 
wherever they can find them, and have them 
enrolled as British vessels ; while an American 
is prohibited by the tariff from building a ves- 
sel for the foreign trade at home, and is not al- 
lowed to purchase one elsewhere and have it 
enrolled as an American ship. England’s 
policy is to invite trade; ours to repel it. We 
tax all the raw material needed by American 
manufacturers, while British manufacturers re- 
ceive theirs free of tax.

Boston, May 2.—The. Hoosac Tunnel bas en- 
gaged the attention of both branches of the Legis- 
lature for the past three days. The Senate has

The irrigable lands of Kern and Tulare Counties, 
and those in Gila Valley are desert lands in pre- 
cisely the same sense as are the irrigable lands of 
the San Gabriel, : Santa Anna, and Angeles Val- 
leys. It is scarcely probabie that it was contem- 
plated the law should be so Sonstrued, because 
some of the most fertile unoccepied lands in the 
territory covered by the law would then be in- 
cluded in it.

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LIFE-INSURANCE. 
THE ARITHMBTIC OF LIFE-INSURANCE. 

70 the Hauer of The Tribune. 
Boston, May 1. At the risk of being pronounced 
prolix, Iask your readers to follow me through 
some Arabic. They shali find themselves at the 
summit of the life-insurance mysteries at last, 
without having taken a step too high for a child. 
In the view of oniniscience, there is no such thing 
as chance. In the ew of human ignorance, there 
is much of it. When we observe that, in a great na- 
tion, the deaths in a year are always about 2 or 3 
per cent of the Whole population, while the births 
are the same, or a little more, we conclude 
that the human race is immortal. Yet death 
to every individual is only a question 
of time, and the time is subject to what we call 
chance. If we take u year as the measuring uit 
of time and measure age by it, we shall tind that 
the chance of dying within a ycar at different ages 
is very different. 
In a population of 40,000, 000 there will be found 
always very nearly 563,000 persons of the age of 
35 and under 36. Of these, 5,227—and no mortal 
knows who—will pretty surely die within one year. 
And in the same population there will be found 
163, 000 persons of the age of 75 and undeF76, out 
of whom 15,577 will die within one year. Hence 
we say that the chance of dying in a year at 35 isa 
little less than 1 per cent, and at 75 a little less 
than 10 per cent. And at the latter age it is a little 
more than ten times as great as at the former. 
A mortality table—there are many of them, and 
they differ but little from each other—is a set of 
the numbers of the living and dying at every age 
up to 100—a little more or less—out of a popu- 
lation of 100,000 or 1,000,000 at the start. The 
one perhaps most used for life-insurance is called 
the Actuaries’, and is derived from the experience 
of the oldest British life-insurance officers. 
It starts at the age of 10 with 100,000 lives, and 
gives the number that will die in each year out of 
the number left alive at the beginning of it, till the 


| last individual dies at the age of 100. It stops here, 


because to a person not over 70 ‘the chance of liv- 
ing beyond a century is not worth a cent, perhaps 
not a mili. 

To give a perfect idea of the Actuaries’ table, 
and solve problems enough to fully illustrate its 
application to the insurance of a single life, it will 
suffice to give two bits of it, of five years each:

Gen. Crook referred the news-gatherer to his sub- 
erdinate, as be did not desire to speak regarding 
matters in which he was personally concerned. 

The conversation turned upon 

THE CUSTER MASSACRE 
in commencing, and Lieut. Schuyler said that Gen. 
Custer had really underestimated his foes. He was 
dashing and brave, but did not expect to encoun- 
ter a la force of Indians thoroughly armed and 
equipped. Col. Reno acted entirely under Custer's 
orders, and he obeyed them totheletter. And one 
thing, he stated, there was no doubt of, and that 
was that Sitting Bull expected to kill Reno's party. 
and would have done so, for they could not have 


held very long against the fearful odds, but when 


the Indians saw Gibbons’ command coming, they 
very r got away. 

After thie matters turned to the recent success- 
ful 8 ef Gen. Crook. Said the reporter: 

When did you leave Red Cloud Agency!“ 

** We left Red Cloud on the 29th of April. When 
we left, Gen. Crook had received a message from 
Red Cloud, who had been sent to find Crazy Horse, 
and had then heard that Crazy Horse and his band 
were on their wer to the Agencyto surrender. 
They had previously heard the same thing through 
the Cheyennes who had surrendered on the 21st of 
April last, and some Sioux who came straggling 
into the Agency said that Crazy Horse was coming 
in to surrender. Crazy Horse had been moving 


every slow, and as Gen. Crook had not heard direct 


from him, he wanted to have the matter of his sur- 
render settled, in order that he might know what 
to do, and whether he would have to detail a force 
to fe and meet him. In order to decide these 
points he 
SENT RED CLOUD AS AN ENVOY 

to meet — Horse, with instructions to ascer- 
tain with certainty whether he wanted to come in 
and surrender under terms with which he had 
been made acquarmted, or whether he wanted to 
stay and feht it out on the plains. Gen. Crook 
sent word to the Indians that he didn't care much. 
but he „ wanted to know what Crazy Horse 
intended todo. That worthy was found coming 
in, but very slowly, because his ponies were ex- 
tremely weak and poor. 


** How many | s has Crazy Horse with him?’ 
7 ** He has 246 that have been counted. 


Red Cloud re that the proportion of warriors 
was very large—much larger thanordinarily. This 
is accounted for by the fact that Crazy Horse's fol- 
lowing consists of a great many young bloods from 
the Agencies who went out with him before the 
Custer fight. They are the worst element that we 
had to contend witn, because, as young men, they 
had not yet become known, and they had to make 
their reputation. 

„How many persons do you estimate are in 
Crazy Horse's band?’ 

‘* We reckon that in this case there will be about 
2. 000 persons,—men, women, and children. Gen- 
erally speaking, from five to seven persons consti- 
tute a lodge, being about the average of an ordinary 
Indian family. In this case, however, they are

How many warriors has he with him now, do 
you suppose?” 

It is impossible to estimate how many are with 
him,—either the number of warriors or lodges. 
Some of the Indians estimate that Sitting Bull has 


about 200 lodges with him, while others, again, 


estimate as high as 500 lodges. After all the In- 


dians are in that have surrendered, there are yet 
450 lodges to be accounted for. and it is supposed 


that they are yet with Sitting Bull.

** Sitting Bull has al) sorts of Indians with him, 
mostly Unkpapas or Dried-Beef Eaters, of which 
he is Chief. 

Is he really their great leader and planner and 
commander in campaigns?” 

There isa great misunderstanding in regard to 
commanding or planning campaigns among In- 
dians. Sittimg Bull is ne doubt the leader before a 
fight and his word is law. He isthe auth@rity from 
which all orders emanate... They say he is very 
intelligent and has a head shaped like a white 
man's. An Indian fight, among Indians, com- 
mences with every man for himself, There is no 
command, but some one leads. It is generaily a 
young brave who wants to make a reputation. The 
rest follow him, and that may appear as though 
tkey were fighting under a commander when they 
are not. 

“WHO HAS THE CHIEF FIGHTING MEN?”’ 

The chief fighting man is Craty-Horse, as a 
Chief, and he had the best fighting element with 
him. He is nodoubtthe bravest man. Sitting- 
Bull is looked upon more as a Council Chief. When

It is plain that an In- 
dian's very existence depends upon his possessing 
a weapon of some kind, for the Cheyennes who have 
just surrendered here had hardiy turned in their 
arms than they commenced manufactur their 
old-time companion, the war- club. But only 
illustrates one of their strongest traite. The rums 
of all their years’ accaumulationf have scarcely 
fallen before they commence gathering together 
and building anew. 

The Cheyennes are 

NOT FEELING AT ALL KINDLY 
toward their confederates, the r should 
any of the latter now persist in ng war, 
former would enlist with the Government in a 
body, and assist in closing the war with all the ar- 
dor and ferocity of their natures, The Cheyennes 
are recognized as being possessed of more bravery, 
better judgment, and more determination, than 
Sioux. They rallied promptly to the assistance of 
the Sionx when the war broke out, and have done 
the bulk ‘of the fighting, considering their num- 
pers. Thep have also been the heaviest losers, —in 
fact, are so miserably poor to-day that they can 
scarcely boast ef a deceat wigwam. When Gen. 
McKenzie destroyed their village, in hie battle of 
last December, the seurvivors, with what few 
ponies they left, made their way to the Sioux 
camp, expecting food and shelter. But, wounded, 
and frozen, and half-starved as they were, their 
reception was emphatically chilly; and this ac- 
counts for the sour milk in the cocoanut. If ever 
opportunity offers, they will remind their red allies 
of that frigid reception in the northwestern wilds 
in no uncertain way. Lieut. Clark’s detachment 
of Cheyenne scouts will do service of incalculable 
value here at the Agency, as much on account of 
the stimulus mentioned above as from any other 
cause. They make an excellent patrol! or police- 
force, and some have already exhibited the 
STRIKING TRAITS OF DETECTIVES. 

Let an unruly young Sioux commence to stir up 
trouble, and the quick and anxious ear of the Chey- 
enne takes it in as a funnel takes water. No time 
elapses before the bad talk reaches Gen. McKenzie 
or Lieut. Clark; the Sioux of bad blood is spot 
ted. and his fetters, though unseen, are dra 
as securely as Cheyenne ‘‘shadows"’ can make 
them. If there is pilfering going on, if arms are 
concealed, or if hostiles attempt to come into the 
Agency undiscovered, their same unerring savage 
instinct is ready to frustrate or to punish. Sioux 
scouts are also enlisted, and their vigiiance over 
the Cheyennes 1 equally close. Jealousy, and 

ride, and revenge, make it a case of dog eat 

og. The Sioux scouts even bring in prisoners 
of their own tribes in order to prove their fealty to 
Gen. Crook. It is also stated upon goed authority 
that such a remarkable contro) has the General 
gained over these people that many of them would 
not hesitate to shoot recreant members of their 
own bands, if such were caught in the act of sow- 
ing dissension. Crazy-Horse recently sent in the 
message that he had managed to fight the white 
soldiers, but, now that his own — were turn- 
ing against him, there was ne hepe, and he was 
ready to bury the hatchet. Perhaps the most re- 
markable feature in the use of these allies yet de- 
veloped is that of 

THEIR SERVICE AS SPIES. 

Scarcely a move has been commenced by any of 
the hostile bands during the winter that was not 
heralded to members of Gen. Crook's staff by this 
flesh-and-blood telegraph almost before it could 
be executed. One or two of these sconts will 
mount their fleetest ponies at any moment, pene- 
trate the heart of the hostile country 200 or 300 
miles distant, enter a village, and, after a grand 
two or three days’ powwow, silently steal back 
with information ag minute asa te spy could 
hope to gather in civilized Warfare. Not only has 
the General, with his characteristic keenness, 
worked these matters down toa very fine point, 
but the experienced Aides who surround him— 
Maj. Randall and Lieuts. Clark, Bourke, and 
Schuyler—are ever at the outposts, carrying forward 
a work which requires no less skill chan patience. 

The superstition of these tribes reveals itself in 
many forms new to us. The medicine-man, Sor- 
rel-Horse, does some singular tricks, and claims to 
do others still more singular, through power re- 
ceived from his accompanying good spirits. He re- 
cently, in the presence of several officers, pressed 
a quid of tobacco against his ed side, went 
through some gyrations like Spiritualistic me- 
diums when entering the trance-state, and soon 
expelled what he claimed was the identical quid 
from his mouth. He said he forced it through his 
very material body, and, although the usual pre- 
cautions were taken to guard against slight-of- 
hand, the spectators were unable to knowingly dis- 
pute his assertion. He also provides heart-stricken 
red maidens an easy way of 1 Cutting a 
lock of hair from any squaw's head, barying it in 
the gronnd for three days, and then dancing around 
it for three days, is his formula for inflicting —— 
less death. We can learn of no squawe who have 
had their affections blighted to a sufficient extent 
to nerve them to submit to such a simple relief. 

HE ALSO MAKES MEDICINE,”

ALLEGED FALSE PRETENSES 
THE CLAFLINS AFTER HAYES. 
At a late hour Tuesday afternoon an affidavit was 
filed in Judge Blodgett's Court by Lyman Mallory, 
the Chicago agent of H. B. Clafin & Co., of New 
York, which set forth that Daniel F. Hayes, 
formerly of Waterbury, Conn., but more recently 
of Chicago, had obtained certain goods of the 
Claflins on false pretenses. The affidavit further 
asked that a capias be issued for his arrest. and 
that he be held to bail. More fully stated, the 
document recites that the firm named propose to 
sue the defendant, Daniel F. Hayes, to recover the 
value of certain goods, wares, and merchandise, 
obtained by him from the firm on false and fraudu- 
lent representations. It then proceeds to desoribe 
wherein these fraudulent representations consisted. 
lt declares that on the 9th of September, 1874, 
Hayes, then a dry-goods merchant in Waterbury, 
Conn., told Mallory that he had a stock of goods, 
wares; etc., in his store at that place worth $30, - 
000; that he owned real estate in Connecticut to 
the value of $8, 000; that he had $500 in cash; that 
his total liabilities were not more than $8, 500; and 
that his surplus in wares, lands, money, 
etc., amounted to some $30,000. The firm, rely- 
ing on these statements, sold and delivered to 
es, between the date above mentioned and the | 

of November, 1875, goods to the amount of 
$8,697.23. of which Hayes has paid $2, 176. 05, 
and „ remains indebted to the firm in 
the sum of $6,521.18. Mallory further alleges 
that Hayes’ statement about the extent of his 
worldly goods was fraudulent; that Hayes knew it 
to be fraudulent when he made it; and that 
he made it for the purpose of che and de- 
frauding the firm out of their goods. ore than 
that, says Mallory, Hayes had no stock of goods 
worth $30, 000, nor were there any debts due him 
which were good tothe amount of $1,000, nor did 
he own any real estate in Connecticut worth 
, 900, over all incumbrances, nor was he solid to 
the extent of $500 in cash; that his liabilities were 
far more than $8,500; and, further, that Hayes 
could lay no just claim to a surplus in goods, 
wares, merchandise, lands, and money, to the 
amount of $31,000, nor had he at anytime any 
surplus whatever over his liabilities. The affidavit 
closes with the usual statement that the afflant be- 
lieves it necessary to hold Hayes to bail in order to 
obtain the benefit of any judgment which may be 
allowed inst him. ‘ 

On the filing of the affidavit, a capias was issued 
for Hayes’ arrest. Deputy-Marshal Campbell 
found dim yesterday morning, and he was brought 
up short. eremained about the Marshal's office 
of and on nearly all day, the time when he walked 
forth under the guidance of a Deputy being spent 
in an endeavor to hunt upa boudsman.
